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CURRENT NOVELISTS.

Ir is generally conceded that there 
is no great living English novelist. 
George Meredith's early work was 
full of promise, but he has gradually 
allowed his undoubted ability to be 
overlaid by affectation to such an 
extent that he is unintelligible to 
the masses. He has a following of 
devotees who still regard him as a 
great writer, but as soon as.an author 
becomes the idol of a sect he loses 
his influence with the great body of 
outsiders with whom the right to 
make a man famous ultimately rests. 
The ability that concentrated in one 
jan would make him as great as 
Dickens and Thackeray are is now 
divided among a large number of 
second-class writers, whose books we 
can take up with the assurance that 
they will be good reading. We have 
before us at the present moment 
nine such books, by nine different 
writers, all very good in their way, 
‘one or two of ticm almost first-rate. 
We may premise that most of them 
bave been sent us by Messrs. Kelly 
& Walsh, Ld. We take the authors 
in alphabetical order. 

“Donna, Diana,” by Richard Bagot 
Longmans’ Colonial Library), is an 
adwirably written story, Mr. Bagot's 
aim in this as in previous works is to 
show the harm that is attempted and 
often done by the Roman Catholic 
Church, not as a religious, but asa 
political institution. The Latin pro- 
verb, Corruptio optimi pessima, 
might be the text of Mr, Bagot’s 
writings. The scene of “Donna 
Diana” is modern Rome, the Vatican 
side of it, not the Quirinal, The 
heroine is a charming young girl whe 
has a large fortune coming to her as 
soon as she is of age, and she has 
been taught from childhood that her 
vocation is a convent in order that 
the Charch may secure her fortune. 
Her guardian is a cardinal, an honest 
and well-meaning, but weak old 
gentleman with a scoundrelly nephew 
and an equally scoundrelly man of! 
affairs, and she is loved by and loves 
a young Englishman, who deter- 
mines to rescue her from the fate 
intended for her, Mr. Bagot’s know- 
ledge of Roman society is extensive 
and thorough, and his book is attrac- 
tive from the first page to the last, 
and ends happily. 

“A Lady's Honour,” by Bass 
Blake (Unwin's Colonial Library), 
belongs to Mr. Unwio’s “First 
Novel Library.” Its sub-title is “A 
Chronicle of Events in the Time of 
Marlborough,” and a thoroughly 
stirring quasi-historical novel it is, 
with the crudeness often found in a 
first attempt, but intensely readable, 
most of the adventures with which 
it is filled displaying a very active 
imagination in i's author, The great 
John Churchill, “who never fought 





a battle that he did not win nor 
besieged a city that he did not take,” 
the greatest English soldier that ever 
lived, comes in but not too prom- 
inently, the story dealing with the 
fortunes of a very charming girl and 
her two lovers, one fairly good and one 
very bad. It also ends happily. 

“Life the Interpreter,” by Phyllis 
Bottome (Longmans’ Colonial  Li- 
brary), is a very well-written story, 
of aristocratic “slumming” in the 
east of London, It is a somewhat 
serious book as the subject demands 
but decidedly interesting, and the 
writer draws her characters with a 
firm hand and makes them li 
This heroine, too, has two lovers. 
The one she chooses in the end, a 
doctor, is no doubt the better of the 
two, but the sympathies of most 
readers will be with Jack. “When 
Jack heard of her marriage he 
shrugged his shoulders. ‘I always 
thought she would run amék 
on some sort of a professional 
chap, but I rather thought it would 
be a parson, he said, and thought 
how much better she might have 
done for herself if she had only 
known when she had a good thing. 

“*T thought she was cut out for 
an old maid, Edith le Mentier told 
her friends ; ‘ but those sort of women 
generally marry and have fourteen 
children.’” 

“Winifred and the Stockbroker,” 
by Charles Eddy (Longmans’ Colonel 
Library), is decidedly light, but it is 
a capital story to while away an 
unoccupied hour with, Winifred is 
as lovable as she is capable, the 
Stockbroker and his fellow-clerks are 
capital examples of Gilbert’s young 
city men, 

“ Of a commonplace type, 

With a stick and a pipe, 

And a half-bred black-and-tan,” 
and the author gives a good insight 
into the working of the Stock Ex- 
change in London before the rules 
affecting membership were amended. 
It has a happy ending. 

“The Lady of the Barge,” by W. 
W. Jacobs (Bell’s Indian and Colonial 
Library), is a collectiou of stories, one 
or two of them in the vein that made 
Mr. Jacobs famous, others serious 
and sensational, but all thoroughly 
readable. Most of them have ap- 
peared before in magazines, The 
illustrations, by Maurice Greiffen- 
hagen, are excellent. 

“The Diseutanglers,” by Andrew 
Lang, with delightfully drawn illus- 
trations by H. J. Ford (Longmans’ 
Colonial Library), is a book to read 
and re-read. It is a collection of 
stories, all marked by the distinction 
that characterises all the multifarious 
work of Mr. Lang, tied together by a 
device that it is a most delightful 
story in itself. The book is full of 
imagination enlivened by delicate 
touches of humour and satire. There 
is a good deal of it, and the reader 











will Wish it were twice as long as it 





is, As it ends with each lady of the 
Society of The Disentanglers. getting 
a cheque on Coutts for £25,000, and 
with each man getting a charming 
wife, it undoubtedly ends happily. 

“The Four Feathers,” by A. E. W. 
Mason (Bell’s Indian and Colonial 
Library), is the best novel that the 
deservedly popular author of “The 
Courtship of Morris Buckler” has 
yet produced, The hero is afflicted 
with the fear that he is a coward, and 
he begins the book with an act of 
moral cowardice that makes his three 
friends and his lady-love each send 
him a white feather. How brilliantly 
and through what dangers he re- 
trieves his reputation is the theme 
of Mr. Mason's stirring story. The 
scenes are mostly in Egypt and the 
Soudan and the author shows an 
intimate acquaintance with the 
locality he describes and its recent 
history, and the reader is led up to a 
happy ending through a series of 
admirably tokd events in which the 
limits of probability are never over- 
stepped. ~The Four Feathers” is 
one of the books of the year, 

Readers of “ The Compleat Bache- 
lor,” a book full of charm from the 
first page to the last, will be sadly 
disappointed with “ ‘Tales from a Far 
Riding,” by Oliver Onions (Murray's 
Imperial Library). It contains five 
stories of som» impossible district in 
the north of England, each more 
grim and ghastly than the other, and 
it is a pity to see high ability wasted 
on such unhappy subjects. 

“The Dream and the Man,” by 
Mrs. Baillie Reynolds (Murray’s Im- 
perial Library, Smaller Series), is an 
extremely original and most readable 
story, with just enough of the impro- 
bable in it to make it deeply in- 
teresting, Some of our readers wi!l 
remember a story of a haunted house 
in Scotland, which appeared not long 
ago in the “Spectator,” and the 
truth of which was vouched for by 
the Editor. The motive of “The 
Dream and the Man” is the same. 
The heroine, a real flesh-and-blood 
London girl who gets married early 
in the book in most original cireum- 
stances, is, in what she believes to be 
dreams, the ghost that haunts an old 
country-house that ultimately turns 
out to belong to her husband. It is 
a fascinating story, admirably told, 
and the happy ending is led upto 38 
sweetly and naturally that whoever 
takes the book up will hardly be 
able to resist reading the last one or 
two chapters over and over again.

As recently as last August, Mr. 
E. E. Porter, writing to us re the 
Ellison accumulator for automobiles, 
s»id : “ Now the cheapest place that 
I am aware of where eleciricity is 
supplied in the United Kingdom is 
Glasgow, where the rate is 34d. per 
Board of Trade unit of 1,000 watts,” 

We refer to this statemeni only to 
show how fast the world is travelling 
nowadays in the direction of cheap 
power. The cheapest that was known 
toa professional electrician so recently 
as we have stated was 34d. per unit. 
It is now proposed to start a company 
in the N, W. of England which, “it is 
quite expected,” will provide current 
at the rate of 1}d. per unit. The 
company ik to be known as the Che- 
shire and North Staffordshire Elec- 
trie and Power Gis Syndicate. Its 
directors are gentlemen of power and 
influence in the manufacturing and 
commercial communities in Derby- 
shire, the Wirral Peninsula, Maccles- 
field, S:affurdshire, and Cheshire. A. 
minimum capital of £1,500,000 is to 
be employed, with power to issue 
debentures for £500,000, The co- 
operative principle is proposed as the 
basis of the company’s working, 80 
that consumers in each of the dis- 
tricts supplied may be interested 
financially in the company’s success, 

Prices such as we have quoted 
presuppose some cheaper method of 
providing current than has hitherto 
come generally into use, This is to 
be found in the use of some kind of 
“Producer” gas, probably that of D:. 
Mond, which for years has been em- 
poyed in the great chemical works, 

runner, Mond’s, 60 widely known in 
the north of England and elsewhere. 
Of this source of power, “ Huzell’ 
Annual” says that “a mixture of air 
and steam is forced through the 
burning slack used for the manu- 
facture of gas with the result that 
the whole of the combustible matter 
in the slack, including the coke, is 
turned jnto’ gas... It is es- 
timated that the gas can be sup- 

lied at 2d per 1,000 cubic feet, and 
if go it will no doubt disp'ace steam 
to a considerable extent.” The gas 
is non-illuminating, The new com- 
pany intends to provide this or a 
similar gas to its consumers as well 
as electricity, but the price is to be 
“something like 8d. per 1,000 feet.” 
Even at this rate it is thought that 
a great impetus will be given to 
manufactures of all kinds within the 
area covered by the proposed under- 
taking. The syndicate, in fact, ex- 
pect as much from the gas as from 
the electric side of the business, 
Some of the towns and cities of the 
district have already made arrange- 
ments for launching out into private 








and municipal _underial as 
soon as the promised power is ready. 

Nothing is plainer from the fore- 
going than the deduction that to 
get material of whatever sort cheaper 
and better than our forefathers did 
we have to produce on a larger scale, 
‘There will be three generating 
stations for the production of the 
electricity used by the new syndi. 
cate and at each of these it is said 
there will be in work engines of 
two thousand-horse power, The area 
to be covered is some 1,700 square 
miles with a population of about 
a million and a-half souls These 
occupy four county boroughs,44 urban 
districts, and 28 rural districts, the 
populations varying between 1,500 
and 100,000. 

This is by no means the first 
scheme of the kind. Already at least 
three others have passed through Ps 
linment for the northern and north- 
western districts of England alone. 
Recent exhortations to the old coun-

The New York “Times” say 

‘Tho President. should know, or should 
be advised, that he can not lawfully punish 
an entire community for the offences of 
some of its members. If a federal official 
has been intimidated, the remedy is to bo 
found in criminal proceedings against the 
guilty persons. Closing tho Indianola 
post-office, was not the statutory proce- 
dure indicated in such cases, and we can 
not resist the conviction that it was a 
highly impolitic act. 

Tho Washington “Post,” on the other 
hand says:— 

We pay to his sincerity the tribute of 
our unfeigned admiration. But we do not 
think he has been well-advised, and we 
mako bold to speak our mind. ‘The point 
of fatal weakness in tho postulate is its 
obrious inconsistency. Is this justice to 
be dispensed to the Negro in tho South, 
where he amounts to nothing ay a politi- 
cal force, and denied to him at the North, 
whero in many important States ho holds 
the balance of power?”

‘The London correspondent of the New 
York “Sun makes the follow 
ment :— 


The direct issue involved is not of much 
consequence in the present condition of 
affairs, and the British Government, in 
making the protest, does not care to any 
vital extent. whether Russia has the privi- 
Jege of sending a fleet in and out of the 
Black Sea. The great and vital issue to 
every country involved is the question 
whether a civilised nation may thus on the 
flimsiest pretext abrogate a solemn treaty 
okligation. Nothing better, — perhaps, 
could be expected of the Sultan, but 
Western Enrope wants to know, and the 
inquiry is equally interesting’ to. the 
United States, whether a pledgo given by 
Russia must hereafter be regarded as sub- 
ject to any evasion which trickery or sub- 
terfuge can furnish. Russia's action in 
this matter is regarded by European 
publicists as the worst blow that has been 
administered to international probity and 
honour within recent history. 

‘The following extract from the Philadel- 
phin “Evening Bulletin,” is of some in- 
terest to dwellers in the Far East :— 

It wonld bo an odd turn of events if the 
United States should shortly urge that 
another international dispute, and one in 
which the interests of its own citizens 
wero not directly involved, should be 
submitted to the Hague Court for ad- 
judication, Yet such an outcome has 
Yeon predicted in some quarters if the 
Buropean “concert,” which assessed a 
huge fine on China’ as an indemnity for 
the damage and expense caused by the 
Voxer insurrection should insist that the 
Chinese Government shall pay the rest of 
the sum due at a rate corresponding with 
the present worth of silver in the world’s 
market. If the Powers attempt to uso 
forey to exact more than this, China may 
appeal to this country as her friend, and 
it has been suggested that the Washing- 
ton administration should request that the 
question shall be decided by the inter. 
national court of arbitration which most 
of the important: nations of tho globe have 
assisted in establishing. Such a course on 
our part would tend to define the position 
of the United States as a quasi-guardian 
of Chinese interests and territorial integ- 
y, and it should not be entered upon 
jideration. So long as 
this country deals fairly with China itself, 
it is not called upon to act as the cham- 
pion of a remote nation against European 
aggression. We are entitled to require 
that American trade rights shall be res- 
pected, but the Government has enough 
to occupy its attention in this hemisphere 
without attempting to intervene in mat- 
ters which do not concern us on the other 
side of the globe. 

‘The erimo record of the year 1902, as 
compiled by the “ Chicago Tribune ” shows 
a great increase of crime as compared with 
1901. The record is as follows:— 

During tho past year there have been 
8,852 criminal homicides, an increase of 
1,000 over the year before. Of this num- 
ber, 6,307 are chargeable to quarrels, 338 
were committed by robbers, and the causes 
of 955 were unknown. During the year 
Ld persons were executed, as against 118 
jn 1901. On the other band, there was 
a decrease of 21 in the number of lynch- 
ings. The greatest. increase in the num- 
ber of executions was in the Southern 













































































states—zeventeen, as against seven in the 
States of the North. Of the number 
legally hanged in the South, 88 
were Negroes, 26 Negroes ‘being 
executed in Mississippi alone. There is 
also an increase in the number of rob- 
beries A report made to congres 
rt of a 
y for tho study of 
the criminal, pauper, and defective classi 
al-o shows that there is much reason for 
believing that crime of all sorts is increas- 
ing in the United States. A striking fea- 
ture of Dr. MacDonald’s report is the 
statistics showing that the symptoms of 
dcgeneration are most marked in that 











greatest opportunities for education and 
general development, viz., the North At- 
antic States. A comparison is drawn 
between these States and the States of 
(the South Atlantic region, which are 
greatly inferior in point of average num- 
ber of years’ schooling individual, 
literacy, and proportion of libraries and 
of college graduates. In spite of this ap- 
parent advantage to the North, what Dr. 
MacDonald calls the patho-social condi- 
tions are far worse there than in the South. 
According to the last census the number 
of insane per million was 2,385 in tho 
North and 1,822 in the South ; of snicides, 
77.09 in the North and 18 in the South; 
of deaths from nervous prostration, 2,181 
in the North and 1,168 in the South; of 
juvenile criminals, 425 in tho North and 
196 in the South ; and of almshouse pau- 
pers, 1,790 in the North and 914 in the 
South. “It must not be inferred, however, 
from this portion of the report that Dr. 
MacDonald attempts to establish a causal 
relation between the spread of education 
and the growth of degeneracy. An im- 
portant: factor to be taken into considera~ 
tion in the North Atlantic States is the 
rapid material development: going on there 
and the consequent abnormal strain on the 
nervous system. This might account for 
the inerease in insanity, suicide, and 
nervous prostration, but scarcely for the 
greater mumber of juvenile criminals and 
almshouse inmates, unless theso are to be 
regarded as the necessary by-products of 


progress.

Hyderabad, 7th January. 
The Durbar. 

AsI write, the Darbar is in full progress, 
and is now drawing near its close. It has 
been a splendid success and everything has 
taken pluce according to the programme 
without a hitch. It is described as having 
been one of the most gorgeous ceremonials 
that has ever been seen, and as yet there 
has not been heard a single note of dis- 
satisfaction. The two great incidents at 
the Proclamation on the 1st January were 
the procession of the Mutiny veterans led 
by Col. Mackenzie and the filing past of 
the Indian ruling chiefs. ‘The former, 
consisting of some 50 old men, one of them 
blind, all of great age and decked with 
medals, drawn from various classes, formed 
a most pathetic spectacle. They were 
cheered to the echo, and as they passed to 
the strain of “Auld Lang Syne” many pres- 
ent broke into tears. One man is said to 
have got up and declaimed in a loud voice 
the splendid refrain of Kipling's Reces 
sional :-— 














“ Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget !” 
Lord Carzon’s Triumph. 

“The longline of Indian princes, covered 
with jewels of inestimable value, and 
dressed in the most gorgeous raiment of 
cloth of gold brocade and flowing white 
muslin, each in turn bowing before the 
Viceroy and the Duke of Connaught and 
offering his congratulations, was a most 
impressive sight, and brought home to all 
Present a sense of the enormous extent 
and capabilities of our Indian Empire. 
Lord Curzon has certainly achieved an- 
other brilliant triumph, and this time 
one of peace, and to his indomitable 
energy and constant supervision the 
great part of the credit is due. The 
other great functions were the Investiture, 
a solemn and stately ceremony, accompan- 
ied by the traditional ritual of European 
medisvalism,and therefore calculated to im- 
press Oriental magnates more than their 
accustomed barbaric seuiot and ir- 
regularity ; the State Ball in the old Royal 
Halls, a most splendid function ; the fire- 
works and illuminations; the procession in 
the great amphitheatre of the irregular 
troops of the native states, with elephants, 
chain armour, and the costumes of former 
days, which have all followed each other in 
rapid succession, until one becomes wearied 
with the unvarying panegyrics in which 
the different correspondents indulge. ‘To 
tell the truth, the general feeling now out- 
side of Delhi is one of anti-climax, and 
after the Proclamation Durbar itself the 
excitement has begun to fade.

Some Crumpled Roseleaves 
in connection with the festivities may be 
mentioned, such as the intense cold in the 
camp, which has carried off or laid low 
many of the Durbar guests. The Prince 
of Arcot, the represantative of the old 
Carnatic family, ‘has died of acute pneu- 
monia, and many other chiefs have fallen 

ictims ; others again have been taker 
seriously ill and have been sent back to 
their homes. No less than three of our 
Hyderabad representatives have been thus 
stricken down, and one Nawab has been 

eculiarly unfortunate. Already in debt, 
ie borrowed a lakh and a half of rupees to 
meet his expenses as one of the Nizan's 
principal followers. His first piece of bul luck 
was the destruction of his brand new state 
carriage, especially built for the occasion, 
and resplendent with gilt trappings, paint 
and varnish. A spark from the engine set 
the tarpaulin which covered it on fre and 
it was totally destroyed. Then a portion 
of his camp was burnt down and, finally, he 
himself was attacked by pneutnonia and 
had tocome back, a waif and stray, who 
had sacrificed much and got little in return. 
‘The aftermath of the great Durbar will be 
a’somewhat bitter one to many of those 
who have made so brave a show, 

‘There was some difficulty experienced by 
many of the guests in getting to Delhi, but 
this is nothing compared to the difficulty 
in getting away. No less than six hundred 
special trains have been ordered, and there 
is said to bea perfect mountain of unclained 
baggaye blocking up the Delhi platform. 
Details of this kind will give some idea of 
the enormous nature of the function and 
of the hugo strain there is upon all depart- 
ments in supplying a camp with some 
100,000 occupants. When one sees all 
these difficulties arise, even with modern 
facilities of conveyance, it becomes almost 
impossible to understand how 200 years 
ago the Emperor Aurangzebe could have 
carried about with him for nearly 20 years 
a camp containing 200,000 men, constantly 
moving from place to place, devastating 
the country as it moved slowly onwards, 
and leaving behind the track of famine, 
desolation, and ruin. And yet this un- 
doubtedly was the case in the Deccan 
during the last twenty years of the great 
‘Emperor's life, and was probably one of the 
































causes that led to the break-up of his 
Empire after his death. 


The Needs of Mahomedanism. 
During the Delhi festivities another im- 
tant function has been held in the 

‘mperial city, but one of less gorgeous 
character. he Mahomedan Educational 

Conference has held a sitting under the 

Presidency of H. H. the Aga Khan, the 

leading Mahomedan nobleman of the 

Bombay Presidency. The prinicipal Ma- 

homedan reformer in the matter of educa- 

tion was the late Sir Syed Ahmed, K.C.S.L, 
who established a College at Alighar, con: 
ducted on modern principles, which has 
proved to be a very great success. Sir 

Syed Ahmed’s work has, since his death, 

been taken up by others, notably by the 

Nawab Mohsin-ul-Mulk, formerly one of 

the principal officials in Hyderabad. Taken 

as a whole, Mahomedan education in India 
is in a terribly backward state. Since 
they were replaced im supreme power by 
the British they have scarcely ‘made an 
effort to raise themselves by modern 
education; the consequence is that in the 
race for ‘appointments the quick-witted 
Hindoos have left the Mahomedans fur 
away behind, and they themselves, whilst 
bewailing their loss of power and influence, 
continue in a state of stagnation. Of Inte 
years a vigorous movement has been made 
to remedy this defect; although it can 
scarcely be said that it has met with the 
encouragement which it deserves. This 
year the Annual Conference was very 
wisely held at Delhi, and naturally tho 














Chairman had a large and distinguished 
audie In his address the — Chair- 
man spoke very candidly of the 
causes which have led to Muhomedan 


degencration all over the world. This 
degeneration he attributes to m general 
apathy which pervades every walk of life, 
and which is the sign of a moral 
that permeates the whole of Maho 
society. He attributes this disease mainly 
to four causes ; the first cause being the ten- 
dency to withdraw from the affairs of the 
world which ean be traced back to the days 
of Imar. A large proportion of the best 
‘Mahomedans spend their energies in prayers 
and pilgrimaye and so selfishly give up 
to religion what should have been devoted 
to the well-being of their people. Ho 
appealed, therefore to pious Makomedans 
for their co-operation and assistance and 
bogged them to come forward and take 
their legitimate place in the advancement 
of their co-religionists and the moral and 














religious education of their brethren 
and children. 

He gives a second cause as the 
seclusion of women. He — shows 


that there is absolutely nothing in 
Islam or the Khoran or the example 
of the first two centuries to justify 
this terrible and cancerous growth that 
has for nearly a thousand years eaten 
into the very vitals of Asiatic society. 
How can we expect progress, he exclaims, 
from the children of mothers who ha 
never shared or even seen the free social 
intercourse of modern mankind. The 
Purdah as now known did not exist till 
long after the Prophet's death and is no 
part of Islam. In the early days of Mahome- 
dan religion modest women mixed with 
the men and devoted their lives to. such 
objects as nursing the wounded and educat- 
ing the children ; now in modern times the 
women remain shut up in their Zenanas 
steepedin ignorance andsuperstition. Many 
of the Mahomedan wives are arawn from 
classes of dubious morality and as the 
children are in their early life entirely 
subject to their influence it follows that 
they grow up with a want of manly prinei- 
ple and moral qualifications. “Another 
Ytent cause is fatalism. He points out 
that the Khoran insists upon freedom 
of will and individual responsibility.

‘The New Archbishop. 

Tho erpicted has happened, and Dr. 
Randall Davidson has been ' appointed 
Archbishop of Canterbury. “The choice,” 
as the “Daily Chronicle” well puts it 
this morning, “was moro than usually 
limited. Some of tho bishops wero barred 
by age, and one by youth. One of tho 
most distinguished was barred both by 
age and by his extromo position as an 
English Catholio, one by his Evangelicism, 
ono by the constancy of his faith in Lit 
bral principles.” On the question of age, 
it may ho objected that Dr. Temple was 
75 when ho was mado Primate of all Eng- 
land; but his was an excoptional case, 
and morcover it is well known that Dr. 
Davidson had tho first offer then, and 
declined it on tho score of ill-health.’ For- 
tunately his health has since improved. 
He will not rank among tho most learned 
or tho most eloquent of Archbishops ; but 
hho is ¥ery popular and has a high reputa- 
tion for tornd sense and judgment, while 
his experience as Private Secretary to two 
Archbishops in turn has made him famil- 
iar with the work of the Primacy. It is 
in regard to tho Ritual question that his 
action will be most closely watched.

The Irish Convention. 
* Captain Shaw Taylor has scored a big 
point. He was tho first to advocate a 
joint convention of Irish landlords and 
tenants to derise a scheme for a scttlo- 
ment of that land question which has 
vexed not only Ireland but her partners 
for so many generations. In spite of the 
hostility of tho majority of the landlords, 
he has managed to induce a fairly ropre- 
sentative body of them to act with o 
throughly representative body of Nation- 
ists, and they have agreed with absolute 
unanimity on a scheme. Lord Dunraven, 
Lord Mayo, Mr. Hutchinson Poo, and 
‘Mr. Nugent Everard on tho one side, and 
Messrs. John Redmond, William O'Brien, 
T. W. Russell, and T.'G. Harrington on 
tho othor, haro signed the report. Even 
tho Irish ‘landlords who held aloof would 
for the most part welcome the scheme. 
But there is somo reason to fear that the 
epithet applied to it yesterday by Judge 
O'Connor Morris will prove true. He said 
it was a gigantic fraud. Tho scheme is 
too loosely framed to enable one to judge 
easily of its effects; but tho probability 
is that when it has been analysed it will 
bo found that the burden which it will 
impose on the taxpayer is ono no Parlia- 
ment would daro to impose upon him. 
The schemo lays down the terms upon 
which landlords would allow their rights 
to bo gradually bought up by the tenants, 
and the terms which tho tenants would 
y. Unfortunately there is a wide gap 
Petireen them, and this would have tebe 
made good from the Imperial Exchequer. 
OF courso such an arrangement would defy 
tho laws of political economy. Obviously 
tho landlord would get moro than tho 
valuo of his land or else tho tenant would 
Boy lesa, But wo are used to dofancos of 
political economy in dealing with Trish 
land, and tho country would bo glad to 
pay a good, round sum to havo the Irish | 
land question settled ones for all. There | 
must, however, be a limit to the sum it 
would pas, and it is to bo feared that | 
under the ‘Convention schemo this limit ! 
is vastly exceeded. Wo aro promised a 
Government Bill to deal with the subject 
in the coming Session, and it will be in- 
teresting to see how it compares with the 
Convention scheme. In any. caso the Con- 
vention has had one good effect. It hos 
shown that landlords and tenants in Jre- 
land aro not absolutely irreconcilablo, 211? 
that responsible Nationalists ro.ise thay 
it would bo a bad day for their country 
if the wealthy or comparatively wer Ith 
landlords—tho “English garrisan "—wy 
driven out of the country. 


The Newmarket Election. 

‘Tho Government have sust 
other big defeat at a by-election, 
Roso has won Colonel BfcCa!ims it’s 
for tho Nowmarket Division of Cambrivlar, 
converting a Conservative majority of over 
1,000 into a Liberal one of nearly #9. 
Major Rasch has suggested that ono of 
the minor catises of the Unioa'st, defeat 
is a “certain disereditable poster™ which 
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was circulated on tho Conservative behalf 
at tho General Election of 1900. It re- 
presented Mr. Rose assisting Kruger in an 
attempt to haul down the-British flag, 


while Colonel McCalmont was helping 
Lord Salisbury to keep it up. Of course 
Mr. McCalmont was entirely free from res- 
ponsibility for it, for he was then eagag- 
ed in fighting for his country in South 
Africa. But the cruelty 'and unfairness 
of the poster lay in tho fact that Mr. 
Rose was also in South Africa, whither 
he had gone to visit the graves of two 
of his sons who had fallen in the war, 
while two other sons wero still fighting 
for us. This poster, howerer, which cer- 
tainly did no apparent harm’to the Un- 
ionist causo at the time, can hardly have 
materially affected the result of an eleo- 
tion held two years later. An interest- 
ing feature of the lection was that 
“Sammy” Loates, tho jockey, worked 
vigorously for Mr. Rosé, and appeared 
sido by side with leading Nonconformists 
on his platforms. 

The New Licensing Act. 

We have now had more than a week's 
experience of tho new Licensing Act and 
interest in it increases every day. The 
most keenly debated clause is that under 
which habitual drunkards may bo “black- 
listed" for throe years, a course which, if 
they enter a public house within that 
time, entails a penalty not only on them- 
selyes but on the publican who serves 
them. Many havo already been black- 
listed ; but it is still believed that in Lon- 
don the clause will, so far as the publicans 
aro concerned, prove a dead letter, owing, 
to tho impossibility of making ‘all the 
publicans in London familiar with the fea- 
tures of all the black-listed drunkards.

Its best featuro is that it is 
aimed at the drunkard and not at the 
moderate drinker. That is the opposite 
principle to that advocated by most teo- 
totallers. They would prevent us all from 
drinking good liquors becanso a few abuse 
them.

Sin,—The dificulty in the way of the 
adoption of gold currency is very great. 
‘The Chinese read the newspapers and they! 
agree that gold currency is impracticable. : 
Silver is in the country and must continue. 
Gold is wanting and is excessively dear. | 
Should the Chinese buy gold it will be- 
come dearer. ‘This, think the astute Chi-| 
nese, is not the way to attacs the problem. | 
They feel that they must. struggle “on 
through their many difficulties without 
attempting what to them is impossible. 
The true policy of China is to buy as much 
silver as possible while it is cheap and use 
it as they best can. It would be well to 
adupt silver cash in ten cash pieces. In, 
Peking a ten-cash silver coin to replace 
the ten-cash copper coin would probably , 
succeed. The Chinese are suspicic of 
alloy, and they dise unt subsidiary silver, 
coins in a merelless way. Pethaps it would 
be wellto try achunge. Letsilver cuins 
beara fixed relation to copper eash instead 
of the relation they bear to the dollar. If 
it were possible it would be well to eall in 
copper coins, sell them, and replace thei 
by silver coins. The’ Chinese melt the 
copper cash and sell the copper. It would 
be better for the government to do this. 

Tt would. be ‘well for the Bourd. of 
Revenue to buy silver, from a large silver 
reserve, and issue notes to the same not 
nal amount. They should adopt the 
banking principle and. be as faithful as 
banks arein ‘changing paper for metal on 
domand. ‘Treasurers in the provi ig 
fullow the same pian, buy silver and issue 

"Treasurer's notes, By strict. faithfulness 
in paying out on demand the Chinese Gov- 
ernment might keep its silver currene; 
By tho puroheso of large amounts af cheap 
silver this metal would be prevented from 
falling lower. ‘The Hongkongand Shanghai 
Bank by its large silver reserve helps to an 
appreciable extent in preventing the fall of 
silver. 

‘As toa gold standard we have it already 
practically in the Shanghai and London 
Exchange.

Viceroy Tsen of Szechuan, 

as is perhaps well-known by. this time, 
is a leading member of the Progressive 
Party in this country and his strong and 
virile personal character is so much ad- 
mired by the Empress Dowager and some 
of her most confidential advisers that they 
were made, perforce, to avail themselves 
of his services. He and Acting Viceroy 
‘Tuan Fang of Wuchang are the only Pro- 
gressives who have attained high power 
since the coup d'état of 1898; but the 
latter official, though always ‘anxious to 
forward reform measures in his jurisdio- 
tion like the former, has not his decision 
and readiness to assume personal respon- 
sibility in the face of special instructions 
from the Central Government. A story 
is now current in Szechuan about Viceroy 
‘Tsén in regard to this which a correspon- 
dent at Chéngtu sonds us and whicl. we 
now translate for the benefit of our 
readors. It appears that several Chijjén 
(Masters of Arts) of Szechuan recently ap- 
plied to the Viceroy for written pormis- 
sion to go at their own expense to Japan

After quoting in 
full tho instructions from Peking, 
HLE. stated that “finding, however, 
that tho petitioners had always 
borne good characters and had al- 
ways been eager to study Western 
arts and sciences,” ho would give the 
permission asked for. Had another bigh 
Official been thus applied to, the peti- 
tioners would doubtless have been ordered 
to return homo first for the necessary 
papers from their own local authorities, 
‘and thoroby loso much valuable time ; and 
such things proceed slowly in this country 
where timo is of s0 little account.

An Imperial Rescript issued at the time 
ofthe decree (5th December last) trans- 
ferring Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao from the 
Viceroyalty of the Yun-Kuei provinces to 
the Liangkiang provinces, which by some 
freak of the Chineso tolegraph office was 
not sent down here, orders Chang Chib- 
tung to return to his old Viceroralty (Hu- 
Kuang) upon tho arrival of Viceroy Wei 
at Nanking.

THE FUNERAL OF 
THE LATE 
MR. LEWIS MOORE. 





For some time there has been little 
hope of the recovery of Mr. Lewis Moore. 
whose long illness has heen noticed in our 
columns from time to time, but hi 
made such a brave Sight and 
spirits so well, that the news 
jon Wednesday morning in 
came as a real shock to his very numerous 
friends. Mr. Moore came to China from 
Birmingham in the early sixties 
member of the English firm of Phil 
Mooi Co., and soon became very 
popular in Tientsin and here. When that 
firm closed its business in China, he 
started as an auctioneer, with constant 
success. He was of very wide sympathies 
and the kindest heart, genial and obliging 
to the utmost, and liked by everybody 
with whom he came in contact. His 
charity, of which he never made a 
parade, inexhaustible. He was 
enthusiatie volunteer fireman, and w: 
still Chief Engincer of the Brigade at the 
time of his death. The Jewish com- 
munity here looked up to him as their 
head " He was one of the oldest Free- 
masons in Shanghai, and was appointed 
District Grand Muster of North China in 
1896. He leaves a widow and one 
daughter, with whose loss there are none 
who do not sympathise. As ‘ Joe” 
Moore, the name by which he was always 
addressed, he will long be held in 
affectionate remembrance.

Tho mate says the junk was in the posi- 
tion he showed and that they had left 
the junk behind them for some minutes 
before they ported. The last witness, the 
pilot, say» there was nothing absolutely 
to obstruct the passago or view but that 
there war a small boat on their port side. 
Your Lordship sces therefore that the 
last witness corroborates the evidence of 
the plaintiff's witnesses, and that the mate 
and captain contradict cach other as well 
as the statement of tho pilot. Then it 
is perfectly clear that they have all three 
made different statements as to the lig 
of the lorcha which they saw first, how 
the lights changed, and so on.” The 
captain said ho saw the red light— 

Mr. Ellis—You had better say wher 
ho saw that. 

Mr. Bidoulac—I am going to if sot 
will havo a little pationee, Sue says hi 
saw it when passing tho Ruined Fort 
He sighted the green light to begin with 
about three points on his starboard bow 
afterwards he saw the red and the green, 
hut more often the green only. Under 
cross-examination he said something 
vbout seeing tho red light just betore the 
collision. The mate says that they saw 
to begin with both the red and the green, 
but that they then saw the green. only 
for some time, and that continued till 
just before tho collision when they saw 
both. What does tho pilot say? He says 
they first saw the two lights of the lorcha 
coming up tho river towards them, then 
he says he saw tho red light only’ when 
they were 200 or 300 yards of. The mate 
lenied that they evor saw the red light 
at all, but only the two lights together 
wd thon the green; so there aro dis 
sropancies there. But I don’t rely al 
sogether on those discrepancies, but o1 
the general facts. The facts make it 
clear that the captain committed an 
srrot of judgment, that ho took the wrong 
sido of the river and that was the cause 
of the collision. I should like to refer 
sour Lordship to the Regulations. These 
rules, it is said, shall be followed by all 
vessels on the high seas and all waters 
conuccted therewith, navigable by sea- 
going vessels, whero there are not special 
regulations for a river; so that apart 
from what Captain Parker said here about 
eustom— 

Mr. Ellic—There was no evidence as 
to custom. 

His Lordship—He did give evidence 
4s to custom, on the Yangtze, but Captain 
Hamilton says his evidence is quite con- 
sistent with the Regulations.

His Lordship—This is granting tho 
story of the captain and mate to be what 
happened. That is, if tho lorcha stood 
across the river then, these witnesses said, 
there would be plenty of room to go on 
either side. You aro merely commenting 
on the evidence of the defendant. 

Mr. Bidoulac—Yes. There aro two de- 
cisions I want to call attention to 
under tho old rules. There is the 
old caso of the Mary Lohden, cited 
in the old reports, (6. Asp., N.S. 
262) which are not in your Lord- 
ship's Library, I_ believe. It is not 90 
very old; 1887 I sco. Tho decision is 
to tho’ effect that the starboard 
side rule must be observed, if practicable, 
even in a case where one vessel shows her 
green light on the starboard baw of the 
other coming up the river. So, if it were 
true that the lorcha was manquvred as 
alleged and showed her green light, it was 
still incumbent on the eaptain of the Ella 
to goto starboard. ‘There are three other 
cases which won't be found in your Lord- 
ship’s library, those of the Syiph (1854-2, 
Esp., and A\,p , 75), the Unity (1855, Swab., 
Ad ,’p, 101), and the Hand of Providence 
(1856, Swab., p 107). In these it is Inid 
lown'that the starboard side rule must be 
:beyed in narrow channels ; no usage as to 
-swvigation, no considera’ ion of convenienet 
10 opportunity of accelerating the apeed of 
he vessel can justify a departure fram tl 
regulation. I submit, on the captain 
wn showing, that there was nothing to 
cnake it either impracticable or unsafe to 
somply with this rule, ‘There are two other 
rules I rely on, Nos. 20 and 23, which 
your Lordship will consider can be conveni- 
ently construed together. Rule 2+ is that 
then aateam vesvel and a sailing vessel are 
proceeding so as to involve risk of collision, 
the steam vessel shall keep out of the way 
of the sailing vessel. And the other rule 
is that every steam vessel directed to kee 
out of the way of another vessel shall, 
if necessary, slacken her speed, stop, 
or roverse engines. ‘There. aro some 
decisions on theso Articles. Firat of al 
as to what is meant by keeping out of tl 
ways generally itis a matter of judgment 
and means either stopping, or starboarding, 
or going astern as circumstances may 
require It is said that under these rules 
the steamer is bound to avuid the mere 
risk of collision by keeping wut of the way. 
There is the case of the Velasquez (1867, 
L.R, P.C., p. 494). ‘There it was held 
that the steamer was to blame for starboard- 
ing her helm and thereby immediately 
causing a collision with a sailing vessel. 
There are two other cases, the Rongainville 
and the James Stevenson (1873, L.R., 5 P. 
€., 316). Here the steamer was held to 
blame for porting at night, to cross tho 
bows of a sailing vessel, about whose course 
she was uncertain, and thereby causin, 
collision, ‘The Court also held that under 
the then Article of the Regulations, which 
was the corresponding one to the 23rd of 
the present Regulations, the steamer was 
to blame for uot slackening speed and 
waiting till she could ascertain what 

the sailing vessel was pursuing.

this case. The Municipal Council make 
a claim against them for damages for 
$99.99 for the unlawful detention and 
conversion by the defendants of 50 tons of 
stone chips belonging to the plaintiffs. 
Now to this claim the defendants say, 
through me, that they have not unlaw- 
fully detained any stone chips and there- 
fore that if the Council seek for damages 
they must show their title to these stone 
chips either by giving evidence, if they 
can, to show that the defendant company, 
or their servants, have either stolen these 
stone chips, or that they have bought 
them innocently from people who have 
stolen them, or that they have bought 
them knowing then: to havo been stolen. 
‘That being the position which the defen- 
dant company take up, I am quite pre- 
pared to admit that if the plaintiffs show 
their title in any of these ways, they will 
be entitled to the amount of damages 
which they claim. Having, therefore, es- 
tablished the position of the defendant 
company it will not be necessary for us to 
have any legal dissertaion from my 
friend, Mr. Jones, as to the liability of 
the defendant Company, as we are quite 
prepared to admit that if the plaintiffs aro 
successful in establishing their title to 
theso stones by any of these moans they 
aro entitled to damages. 

Let us examine the evidence which has 
been given by the plaintiffs establishing 
their title to these 50 tons of stone chips. 
I submit very respectfully to you, Sir, 
that no evidence has been given by the 


plaintiffs, showing that they havo actually | 


lost this particular quantity of stone 
chips. We have it in evidenco that a 
certain quantity—a small quantity, about 
four or five tons,—of these stone chips was 
found in the defendant company’s pro- 
mises. We also have it in evidence that 
apparontly a certain quantity—25 baskets 
I think—has been traced to a cer- 
tain Chinaman who was apparently con- 
victed shortly afterwards in the Mixed 
Court of stealing thom. We have certain 
evidence given by Mr. Godfrey regarding 
a statement made to him by, 1 think, Mr. 
Edward Bell, that the company” had 
bought 40 or 0 tons of stone chips. Now 
beyond that the plaintiffs have in no way 
established in this Court their title to the 
50 tons of stone chips, which they say 
were wrongfully detained and converted 
by the defendants. That I think shortly 
isa relation of the evidence which tho 
laintifis havo submitted to your Honour 
in justification of their claim for damages. 

Now what is’ the evidence which the 
defendant company propose to place be 
fore you to justify the position they havo 
taken up, and I submit rightfully taken 
up, in refusing to accede to the very 
moderato claim made by the Municipal 
Council? I may as well tell your Honour, 
what must in fact be very apparent to 
you, that it is not a question of the 
amount which the Municipal Council are 
demanding to recover—that is ao mere 
trifle. No doubt the same reason that im- 
pelled the Municipal Council in taking 
these proceedings was that which alzo in- 
fluenced the defendants in resisting them, 
viz. that of principle. They have prac- 
tically said to the Council: You say you 
are entitled to these stone chips; prove 
it. Tho evidence I propose to bring will 
shortly resolve itself into this. Wo are 
in tho happy position of being able to 
satisfy you that the company have bought 
stone chips during a certain period. 
‘We shall also be able to show you how 
much they bought, how they bought it, 
from whom they bought it and how 
much they paid for it. Evidence will be 
given to show that the defendant com- 
pany did not make any purchases of stone 
chips of any kind whatever after the 29th 
October of last year. So that so far that 
is a confirmation that will comply to = 








certain extent with the evidence of tho! 
Council's witnesses that they did not sell, 
any stone chips after the 16th October. | 
We shall be able to show you by tho 
receipts given to the defendant company | 
by various contractors that we did not buy _ 
any stone chips of any kind after the 29th | 
October last. Mu. E. Bell will also give ! 
certain evidenco which no doubt will ave | 
an important bearing on this case with | 
regard to his apparentiy criminal relation- ' 
ship with that rather important witness, | 
called by the Council, the man Tze. | 
Your Honour will recollect his evidence | 
was not only important, but it does to a 
jcertain extent assume a rather serious ! 
form ; for I do not know for what object 
ho was called unless with the object | 
of taking further criminal proceedings | 
against Mr. Bell, because his evidence did | 
not go to prove that he had sold any | 
chips whatever to the company. His story | 
was a remarkable one. All he said was | 
that on several occasions he carried a! 
quantity—which I think we have worked | 
out to be about three or four tons, 
haps a little more—of stono chips from 
the Fearon Road depdt to the defendant | 
company’s premises in or about Range | 
Road. ‘Then certain evidence, of course, | 
was given in support of the Council 
claim by Mr. Godfrey, Mr. Law and De- 
tective-Sergeant McDowell. 
OF course there cannot very well but 
be a certain amount of difficulty ex-| 
perienced by your Honour in coming to a! 
conclusion as to what reliance you can | 
place in the evidence of the Municipal 
Council as given through their officials, or 
of the defendant company through theso 
individuals. I am perfcetly fair in stat 
ing that Ido not think the Municipal | 
Council havo any object in saying what is | 
not true, or what they think is not true, | 
and I think I may fairly say also that the 
defendant company, which has a certain 
standing in Shanghai, can have no object, 
either by themselves or through their ser- 
vants, in saying anything, but what they 
think’ is the whole truth. Mr. John Bell, 
when ho goes into the box, will state that 
apparently a good deal of what was said 
by Mr. Godfrey, and confirmed by Mr. 
Law, and of tho statement made by Detec- 
tive McDowell is, to use a very mild ex- 
pression, distinctly inaccurate. I do not 
want to say anything disparaging of the 
evidence given by men who occupy at 
times a difficult and responsible position, 
stich as that occupied by Detective Mc- | 
Dowell, but considering the position he 
oceupics hero and his experience, his 
evidenco was distinctly of a character that 
‘one could not feel exactly whether he was 
certain about anything ho stated. I 
pressed him rather hard to get from him 
what he really did in his interviews with 
the Bells—for ho scems to have inter- 
viewed them at different parts of the set- 
tlement—one in ‘the neighbourhood of | 
the works and the other in his office; but | 
he is not very clear as to whether he 
really mado this communication or that 
to them. I submit his evidence must be 
taken with a certain amount of caution as 
it must appear very strange that a man 
of that standing should not have indicated 
in any shape or form to one of the Bells | 
tho extraordinary statement made by the 
coolie, Tze. I think that, shortly, your 
Honour, is an outline of the position I 
propose to take up on behalf of the defen- 
dant company and of the evidence I am 
prepared to bring in support of it. 
Edward Bell—I am at, present acting 
secretary and manager of the defendant 
company.

I have 
heen employed by the company’ since it 
started nearly five years ago. The 
Directors of the company are Messrs.

I never personally paid the men who 
brought tho chips. They got their bills 
signed by me and brought them to tho 
oltice where they were paid. I took a 
good look at the witness Tze when ho 
was in the box. I recognised him as a 
man I have known from about the middle 
of last year. Ho was a wheelbarrow coo- 
lie, who brought chips, sand and concrete, 
to our yard. I have never paid the man 
personally ; he must havo been paid in tho 
usual way. It is absolutely false that I 
ever engaged him as a ricsha coolie or 
that he took me from Range Road to the 
continuation of Honan Road. I never en- 
gaged him for any other purpose. 

Mr. Ellis—Wo brought the time, at 
which Tze says you employed him, down 
to about the 29th of November last ; 
wero you going about the streets then? 

Witness—No; I was sick in tho Hos- 
pital at that time. I entered on the 27th 
November and stopped there 10 or 11 
days. I produce tho bill presented by tho 
Hospital Sisters for payment. 

The bill was handed up to his Honour. 

Witness—Before I went to the Hospital 
I was sick and confined to the house for 
four days. I went there direct from my 
own house. 

Mr. Ellis read, from our report, tho 
evidence of Tze, in regard to a conversa- 
tion which he (the coolie) alleged he had 
with witness in 38.

Mr. Jones—You have no idea of ac- 
curacy, have you?

Mr. Jones—Who is Seng Chu-saw from 
whom you bought on the 8th March? 

Witness—A contractor; I don't know 
his place of business; ho’ was introduced 
to mo by one of my building foremen. He 
was introduced as a dealer in concrete 
and different materials. This was not my 
first transaction with this man. He was 
first introduced to me some two years 
ago, and I havo been dealing with him 
ever since, though I don’t know his place | 
of business. All my. transactions with 
him bave been for cash. He sold me con- 
crete. 

‘What is conorete?—Broken brick. 

Solely broken brick?—It is known as 
broken brick or rather broken brick is 
Imown as concrote. We make it with 
broken brick and limes i.c. if it is a lime 
concrete; if it is a cement concrete, ce- 
ment is used instead of lime. 

‘What do you do with concrote?—We 
use it for the foundation of buildings.

Twenty 
odd tons was rebroken in our yard by 
hand on tho Ist of April.

When I said that he 
must haye been paid in the ordinary way 
I meant that if he had not been paid he 
would not work. He was not paid by 
me; he must have been paid by the man 
who engaged, him.

That is what I 
meant in remarking before that these 
stone chips did come into the hands of the 
public. They were certainly small 
quantities which came into the possession 
of the defondants from the different 
people from whom they bought them. Mr. 
Jones may possibly in closing his caso re- 
mark that it is extraordinary that the 
dofendants did not know where these con- 
tractors lived. I suggost, in the name of 
Heaven, why should they trouble them- 
selves where these Chinese contractors 
did live. Mr. Bell has told you exactly 
how these purchases are made and you 
will find they are apparently made in 
an ordinary straightforward way. The 
Chinese contractors gave proper receipts 
and tho transactions were entered up in 
the books of the company, which havo been 
submitted to and passed by the Directors 
and Auditors. They never caused the 
slightest suspicion that they came into the 
sion of the stone chips in any but 
‘a perfectly legitimate way. The Councit 
‘como and whine about stone chips which 
have been stolen and wrongly detained 
from them; but they have admitted that 
very possibly all theso purchases made up 
to the 16th October would very possibly 
bo perfectly legitimate and the evidence 
proves conclusively that. there was noth- 
ing to prevent it, while our evidence 
shown we havo bought nothing since. 
Coming to tho actual quantity of the 
stono chips, whieh defendants had, it dors 
not correspond in any shape or form with 
the amount claimed in the ion. 
‘There was nothing to show that dofondant 
company in any shape or form was a party 
to the conveyance of these atone chips 
from the plaintiffa’ depot te the defen- 
dants’ premises. Wo do not know any- 
thing, about where er to whem they were 
ordered to be taken. ‘The Council have 
proved nothing oxcept from the mouth 
Bf tho witness Tze, that these stones were 
taken by the witness Bell. Can you have 
anything moro improbable than that any 
person in possession of his senses should 
Fire a ricsha colic, and then say to him 
jn Chinese, “Come to-morrow at eight 
Belock with a wheolbarrow, go to the 
Fearon Road depot and cart away, the 
Council's stone. when you like and as 
you lik ‘ho whole story is absurd. 
What object could Mr. Bell have ia 
stealing the Council's stone, for that is 
what it comes to. If you believe the 
evidenco of tho man Tze, it moans 
nothing moro or less than that the defen- 
Gants have been buying stolen property. 
or if not buying it havo been parties to 
this loss. Tho evidence of the man Tze 
must be blotted out of the issue; no con- 
sideration can bo given to it. whatsoever. 
You have the statement of the same wit- 
ness in regard to the ricsha, Ho has told 
yon exactly when he was engaged by Mr. 
Bell and if you don't believe Mr. Bell you 
have the evidence of the Sisters ef the 
Hospital toshow where he was at that 
time. I submit that the evidence of Tze 
must be dismissed and on tho other 
eridence given the plaintiffs aro not en- 
titled to the damages they claim. 
Mr. Jones (relying for the Couneil)— 
There are one or two points to which I 
want just to refer in closing this ease. 
There’ have heen some things brought 
before the Court which have been absolute- 

















ly uncontroverted, and the first is that the 

Council's stone chips of this nature are 
such re known to builders in Shanghai 
as coming from the Council's quarries and 
broken by the Couneil’s machinery ; they. 
are absolutely distinct from any othe: 

class of stone chips that can be procured. 
The Council have shown exactly the 
quantity they have sold during the year, ' 
viz. 125 tons, and the persons to whom ‘ 
they have sold them. sons have 
been, so far as they were Chinese, their 
own ‘contractors for the purpose of carry- 
ing on the Council’s own work. There 
have been no stones sold in December by 
the Council and the Company admit thei 
have bought no stones of this kind sine 
October. And yet the coolies who have

Mr. Jones—Also that the Council has 
never parted with these stones at all or 
with their property inthem. With regard 
to the damages, this claim of course rests on 
he admission made by the Bell brothers 
as set out in Mr, Godfrey's and Mr. Law's 

idence. They have said, according to Mr. 
Goulfrey, that the company had bought 
forty or fifty tons of this stone ; one of 
them said that the amount was thirty or 
forty tons. I ask the Court to tind axa 
matter of fact that the Council never have 
sold or disposed of such quantities, and 
the defendant company, having accepted 
them under the suspicious circumstances 
brought before the Court, they are now 
bound to make good to the Council 
their value. ‘The Court referred _in the 
early part of this case to the Sale of 
Goods Act. Of course, as the Court 
is aware, that is not an Act which makes 
any new provisions or alterations in the 
law whatever. It is simply nn Act which 
codified the law then existing. 

His Honour—I_ was referring to a 
particular section of the Act. 

Mr. Jones—I am acquainted with the 
section to which the Court refers, I say 
that the company can get no protection 
whatever under it. ‘This being a codifying 
‘Act, the eases which form the law before it 
was passed still apply. TL only wish to refer 
to the leading case of Holland v. Fowler. 
But Mr. Ellis says if the Court is of 
opinion that the Council have shown their 
itle to these stones, the defendants do 
not deny they are linble to pay. The 
reason why clearer evidence could not be 
brought to show the exact quantity the 
Municipal Council might have lost is that: 
records of the sale of the stone have been 
kept, but in so far as the work of making 
concrete within the depdt is concerned, 
they simply go into the streets and get as 
much chips as they want from time to 
ime. Therefore it is impossible to show 
by documents that the Council have lost 
this specific amount. But T have proved 
clearly by the admission these people made 
at a time when their attention was not 
directed to their liability, that they have 
obtained forty to fifty tons. 

His Honour—I reserve judgment.

Furious Driving and Cruelty to a 

Pony. 

A mafoo was charged with furiously 
driving a pony, attached to a carriage, 
along the Seward Road on the 10th inst., 
to the common danger; also with cruelly 
ill-treating the said pony, by working same 
when in an unifit condition, in Seward 
Road at 11 a.m. on the 10th instant. 

Inspector Bourke having stated the 
charges, 

P.C. Kingston said that about 11 a.m. 
the previous day ho saw the defendant 
driving along the Seward Road at a, fu- 
rious rate. There were three mafoos be- 
longing to the same stables riding in the 
carriage at the time. Witness ordered 
the mafoo to stop, He did so, and the 

‘and carriage were taken to the 
Hongkew Station. On unharnessing the 
pony at tho Station, its back was found 
to bo very sore. 
pector Collins handed into Court a 
te from Dr. Pratt as to the pony’s 

condition, and informed the Court that 
the owner of the pony had been fined $25 
on tho 7th of last month for cruelty to 
horse. 

Inspector Bourke said that the stables 
were in North Soochow Road. The pony 
had a rug on its back, underneath the 
harness, so that it was impossible to see 
the sores without first taking off the har- 
ness, 

Tnspector Bourke sid that the rug 
(produced) showed marks of the running 
sores. : 

On the charge of furious driving, the 
defendant was fined $10; and on the 
charge of cruelty was fined $50. Ho was 
also ordered to pay the expenses of the 
pony's keep until it should be quite sound. 
More Furious Driving. 

‘Tho Captain-Superintendent of Police 
charged a mafoo with furiously and reck- 
lessly driving a pony and carriage, to the 
common danger, near the junction of the 
Nanking and Chekiang Roads, on the 
afternoon of the 7th instant. 

Capt. Boisragon said that at 5.45 p.m. 
on tho 7th instant the defendant was 
driving at a furious rate down the Hupeh 
Ttond and collided with witness's broug- 
ham. The accident took place at a 
dangerous corner, but luckily there was 
little traffic there at the time, or the 
defendant must have collided with several 
carriages. Witness’s brougham was only 
slightly damaged, but the defendant's 
carriage was damaged considerably. 
‘There had been a great number of acci- 
dente lately, the result of furious drivi 
and tho Police bad been given strict in- 
structions to adopt extreme measures in 
such cases. Witness suggested that the 
defendant should bo cangued as well as 
fined.

Impndent Extortion by an 

Educated Criminal. 

A well-dressed native, described as an 
interpreter, was charged with falsely re- 
prosenting himself to be a detective of the 


Municipal Police Force. and by such means 
extorting various sums of money from 
brothel-Eeepers. 

Inspector Bourke stated that on the 
evening of the 10th instant, a woman came 
to the Hongkew Station and reported that 
a man had been to her house, represent- 
ing himself to be a detective, and had told 
her that if she did not pay to him the sum 
of $2 per month he would have har locked 
up for keeping a brothel without a license. 
She paid him $2, but a few days later he | 
called again and demanded another $2. 
She told him that she had already paid, 
but he replied that the money she had 
paid was for the previous month and he| 
now wanted paying for the current month. 
She told the prisoner to call again. On 
Feceipt of her complaint, the Police sent 
round two detectives to watch the house 
on the night upon which the man was to 
call. Tt was raining that night, and the 
|prisoner did not come. ‘The’ following 
| night, however, he was scen to enter the 
| house and leave a few minutes later. The 
detectives caught hold of him, whereupon 
he tried to throw $2 away. The two dollars 
found upon him bore the saine chop as two 
other dollars in the brothel-keeper’s pos- | 
session, and the $4 had been paid to her 
that day by her husband. Another woman 
would also give evidence as to having paid 
the prisoner $2 on similar representations. 
Some three weeks ago the Police heard | 
that a man was going about representing 








himself to be a detective, and this was 
probably the same man. Cases of this na- 
ture brought the native detective force into 
bad odour. There had been several in- 
j stances during the past year in which native 
detectives had been charged with extortion. 
The prisoner spoke English fluently, and 
to nssist him in his schemes, he made a prac- 
tice of entering into conversation in sight of 
brothels, with some of the new constab 
just out from home, and afterwards goin; 
to the brothel-keepers and representing 
that the constables were friends of hi 

The record of a previous conviction 
against the prisoner for defrauding riesha 
Coolies. and being in possession of counter- 
feit coin, was handed into Court, and In- 
spector Bourke reminded the Court that 
| his method.of duping ricsha cvolies was by 
riding through the Settlement, and_then 
pulling up at one entrance to Louza Police 
Station and making off through the other 
gates.
